WILL GO GOWN IN LOCAL HISTORY AS 

year of the great flooo. 
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The year 1903, wblcb oloced Thursday 
olgbt, will go down lo looal blatory aa 
tba year of tbe great flood. Like 1888, 
tbe year of tbe great biluird. agd ilka 
tbe experleooea of bllu*rd-day, iboae 
of flood-day will b« vividly recalled for 
some time to oome on oocaelone of 
heavy atorma. In a review of tbe eventa 
of 1909 aa bearing on local bletor', tbe 
flood that ooourred In October ataoda 
pre-eminent aa tbe great event of tbe 
year. Tbe reaultant damage to publla 
and private property amounted to up- 
warde of 810.000, roughly «atlmat d. 

Tbe formation of tbe Public Service 
Corporation, one of tbe leading large 
financial traneaotlooe of tbe year 1903, 
and tbrougb wblob all tbe trolley llnee 
and gee and electric light planta In thla 
county were merged under ooe manage¬ 
ment. bad an Important • fleet here In 
tbe matter of looal traoeportatlon. In 
that It brougbtl ntn operation a traneter 
privilege between tbe Bloomfield avenue 
trolley line and tbe Orange and Faaealc 
Val ey line. 

Another matter lo tbe line of worke 
deetlned to be of local Importance, wa 
tbe laying of a 60-luob water main from 
tbe Cedar Grove reeervolr Into Newark 
along Bloomfield avenue. Provtalon baa 
been made at aeveral polnte along tbe 
big ruelo for tbe attachment of lateral 
matae for eupplytog thla locality * Itb 
water. Tbe laying of tbe pipe-line waa 
no Intereating pleoe of engineering eklll, 
and attracted much attention during Ite 
progtene. 

Tbe local election In tbe eprtng of 
1903 waa not of much Importance In Ite 
reeulte. only ooe change being made In 
tbe personnel of tbe Town Council, and 
<o no manner effecting public policy. 

Tbe year won a comparatively quiet 
ooe lo tbe Polloe Department. Tbe 
greater part of tbe arreete made were 
(or matters wttblo tbe JurtsdteUoo of 
tbe local courts. Oee oaee, la eome 
reepecte tbe moet cotable of tbe jeer, 
was before tbs county court, sad tbs 
sotlon of tbs Jury Is tbs case ereated 
a creator seeeslioo tbsa tbe cause of tbe 
trial. Tbe ease waa that of a Polaader, 
who waa arreated for killing cheep sod 
fowls. Tbs jury, In tbe faoe of tbe 
moet eoovtoclog evidence, rendered a 
verdict of net guilty, to the emoemeot 
of tbe Judge, wbo Immediately die- 
charged tbe twelve Jurors from coy 
further service during that term of court. 

Tbe year 19C3 was a great one lo Are 
circle*, coe of tbe moat aerloua Area 
being ooe wblcb came oloae home to the 
flreraeo tbemaelve* lo tbe partial de¬ 
struction of Essex truck bouae. 

Tbe declaring by tba Supreme Court 
uooooatltutlooal the Uw e.emptlng 
firemen from taxation waa tbe aenaatioo 
of tba year lo Are circles. 

In local oburcb life tbe notable event 
of 1903 waa tbe realgnatloo of Kev. 
Char lee A. C ot aa paalor of tba First 
Baptlat Church, after fifteen year#’ 
nervine there. Mr. Oook'a activities In 
religious and moral work were not con¬ 
fined nlooe to tbh Baptist Cburcb. He 
wpn an ansrgatlc wbrtcr In ail move¬ 
ments of a geoeral religious and moral 
character, and ell good olllsens of tbe 
town felt that a useful mao bad with¬ 
drawn ffon tbe local field when be tee¬ 
tered bln leelgnatlon of the pastorate of 
tbe Lburob wttb wblob be bad been long 
Identified 

Tbe location of tbe fob Haloea Home 
for Aged People here gives tbte town 
more than a passing Interat lo one of tbe 
loading charities lo Eeeet county.and tbe 
completion and opening by Cat Inatltu 
tlon of a large and magnificent new build¬ 
ing. during tb* year, wee tbe oblef event 
| .Oar liable work daring 1903 

A alight etlr lo tbe matter of public 
parkc ooourred during 1903, when eome 
East Orange people went before tbe 
Bases County Park Commissioners with 
n request that tbe commissioners ac¬ 
quire eufll dent land for no enlargement 
nf We'eeaelog Perk. This action gave 
rise to n movement for tbe ax tension of 
Park from tbe Fruablln 
lo Best Orange to the Prospect 
Us tow®. The aim of 
Us Bloomflddere Intere st ed la the 
movement wai to secure tbe Improve¬ 
ment of Ue surroundings of tbe Prospect 
Street Bobool-bouee It subsequently de¬ 
veloped that other Interests were at work 
aloof Us Una of the extension of Ibis 
uai park, but on a muck broader baalt 
waa oontemp'ated la tba ' ‘school 
to school" pork project, and tba latter 
was temporarily dropped to mako right 
way for the larger sabemi 
One of i bo looal 


of tbe eveut waa an Interesting part of 
the looal eburob blatory of 1903. Tbe 
yeer 1903 alro witnessed tbe birth of a 
new eburob borne In tbla town In tbe 
opeolog for worship of tbe new Eplsoo- 
pal obapel known aa Aeeenalou Chapel. 

Tba year 1903 witnessed a remarkable 
contest at the polls over tbe question of 
purchase by tbe towo of a water supply 
plant. The leeue was over tbe question 
of prloe. Tbe Orange Water Com pan 
asked II 0,000 for Its plant. Tba Town 
Council advleed tbe purobaee of tbe 
plant, but tbe people rejected the pro¬ 
position by an overwhelming vote. 

Ao Innovation In tbe matter of taxes 
was Introduced In 1903, when tbe ous- 
tomary rebate al owed oo advance pey- 
ment of taxes was atrtoken out and no 
rebate of any klud allowed. Tbe new 
rule w a the *ubj-ct of much comment. 
Its object waa to save to the town treas¬ 
ury tbe upwards of one thousand dollars 
bl herto allowed lo discounts. Just 
what saving waa actually made will ap¬ 
pear In tbe annual report of tbe Town 
Council. 

The year 1903 closed aa tbe people of 
tbla town were entering upon a local 
political eampalgo with municipal own¬ 
ership as ao laaue. Tbe actions and tbe 
speeches of tbe majority of members 
of tbe Town Council bare bee^ steadily 
leading up to that laaue for tbe past 
eighteen months. Tbe Issue baa been 
broached In a eteoreotyped way for 
many years In tbe annual reports of 
Chief Engineers of tbe Fire Department, 
and baa been advocated at times by lndl- 
vldual members of tbe Town Councils 
and Township Committee* but tbe 
present Town Council baa taken ad¬ 
vanced steps along tbe line of municipal 
owoersblp, not ooly of flr^-boueea, but 
also of water plants, lighting plant*, 
and whatever else tbe people can own lo 
advantage.

9,267 feet uf pipe were laid, as follows : 
Twelve-Inch', 1.979; ali-Incb. 5,734; four. 
Inch, 600; twoJncb, 967. There were 
twenty two g >t*e used on tbe work, and 
three v*!v-a bare been eet to divide the 
Orange Water Company's Bloomfield 
ayetem from tbe East Orange water de¬ 
partment ayateax, one at WeatcoU street, 
at tbe city line: one at Proepeot street, 
at tbe city line, and ona In Grove street, 
north, at the olty line. 

During tbe year 203 bouse connec¬ 
tions, four flush tank connections and 
on# connection for anbool purposes were 
made. 

Additions to tbe plant bad tbe cost of 
tbe several Items warn an follows: Con¬ 
struction account, labor and materials, 
88,536 88; meters. tU‘8 51; 

8960.40; fixtures, offiea, 8374.14; 
on band, supplies for construction, sin., 
8768.35; bores, wagons, eart and stable 
supplies, 8588; pump-bouse supplies, 
oil. etc., 889; total. 813.396.18. 

In presenting bis report Mr. Gedoey 
made a suggestion that hereafter all tbe 
water ueed by the various olty depart¬ 
ments should be charged to their respec¬ 
tive accounts, that la, amounts cover¬ 
ing tbe coat of (be water used should be 
transferred from the account of tbe de¬ 
partment using It and credited to tbe 
water department. Ibis, be stated, 
would result lo the exercise of greater 
economy by those oslrg water. He figured 
tbe amounts each department should be 
charged by tbe figures mentioned above. 

Mr. Ougheltree. Chairman of tbe Fire 
Committee, promptly objected to .the 
Imposition of aoy charge such aa waa 
approxtmat4Kl against bis committee. In 
charge of the Are department, 811,010 
for 367 fire hydrants. That figure, wblcb 
waa charged by tbe Orange Water Com¬ 
pany, was declared by Mr. Ougheltree to 
be out of all proportion to aotual use. 
He staled that scarcely 150 hydrants were 
ueed dertag a year and ba l bought filO 
n hydrant wonld be nearer right. 

Mr. Gedoey explained that tbe figures 
given were tbe beet be eould aeon • with 
tbe material at band, and of ecu re* they 
need oot be adop ed, hut be advocated 
bl* motion that after Jao'tfary 1 all tba 
departments be obarged for tbe water 
used, and It was finally agreed to. 

Mr. Gedoey explained that It waa oe. 
eeaeary for Ite benefit that tbe water 
department should keep a strict account 
of the water eo that tbe department 
would be In a poaltloo to tell where It 
stood at tbe eod of tbe year.

Tbe preeeoUtlon ad drees waa 
made by Mr. Maoklneoo of Orang* la an 
aioquaot manner, and was replied to hy 
Jamas P. Mylod, President of Division 
No. .1, la a pleasaot speech of accep¬ 
ts. The other speak era were Oounty 
Secretary Oaaeoyna, 1. A. Gtsonoo sad 
T. H. Higgins. W. Mahoney m 
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In tbe Citixxx of tbe 96th Inst., tbe 
following statement about tbe 
meat of tbe Haloes farm In Brookdale 
was published: 

Tbe Oeorge Haloea property wblob Is 
specifically mentioned In Mr. Raw son’s 
affidavit, baa figured more or lean In tax 
dies use Ion for two or three years. Tbe 
property Ilea oo both aides of West 
Passaic avenue In Brookdale. It baa a 
frontage of 1.670 feet on that street. 
Tba property la assessed la tbe name 
of 8. J. Haloes. 

la 1901 the towo etoaoament map 
credited tbe farm with 30 1-10 acres of 
grouod. and tbe Board of Aeeesaort 
assessed tbi bouse and barns at 8400, 
sad tbe land at 83 360. making a total 
tax valuation of 92,650. Mr. Haloea 
appeared before tbe Board of Assessors 
that year with bla deed showing that 
bl* farm contained ooly 27 71 100 acres. 
Tbe Board of Assessors recommended 
to the Board of Com mlaa I on era of Ap¬ 
peal that owing to tba discrepancy 
between tbe town assessment map and 
tbe deed of tbe property, tbe owner be 
allowed a reduotlou of $200 In tbe 
amount of tbe aeaeesed valuation, 
thus making It 82.460 Instead of 92,660 
In 1902 tbe Board of Assessors levied 
tbe assessment lo accordance with the 
deed, placing 8400 valuation oo tbe 
bouse and bams, and 82,050 oo tbe 
27 71 100 acres of land. 

Mr. Haloes again came before tbe 
Board of Assessors Ibat year and said 
there waa a question about tbe farm 
containing tbe amount of land called 
for In tbe deed, sod tbe Board of 
Aeaseeora gave him tbe benefit of tbe 
doubt, and It waa mutually agreed 
between Mr. Haloea sod tba member# 
of tbe Board of Assessors tt*t the farm 
should be considered for taxing pur- 
poses aa containing 26 acres, and tha 


another reduction of 8900 lo tbe amount 
of the sac eased valuation, bringing It 
down to 89,260 

Tb* current fiscal year tbe Board 
^nla a aa ana ad tba farm buildings at 
940<L and the 96 aere«nf land at $ 1 , 860 , 
ao aveemga of only 174 per acre. 

Tbe aubeunoe of tbe above statement 
wan obtained from official aouroec and 
positive assurances given aa to Ite 
absolute correctness A member of 
tbe Board of Commissioner* of Appeal 
said that tbe Board bad viewed tbe 
property and that tbe published state- 
meet wa* a oorrect ooe. 

Mr. Raw a on, of tbe Board of A a* e a r - 
ora, disputes tbe truth of tb* statement 
In severel particular*. Mr. Rawson 
says the farm la not located on West 
Psaaale avenue, but oo a street that la 
oo more than a Ian*, sod known aa 
Brlor aveoue. sod tbe street Is oot 
macadamised Mr. Rawson puts aa an 
offset against tbe assessment figures 
published above tha actual tax bills 
paid from year to year. 

Tbe tax bills show that lo tba year 
1895, when Mr. Haloes purchased (be 
farm, tbe ass e ss ment levied oo tbe land 
and buildings that year by Asse s sor 
Lewis Oockefalr was 99,000 valuation. 
Tba farm was asse ss ed aa eootelolng 
97 70-100 sore*. In 1896 
Thomas Rawson anaaeeed tbe farm 
and buildings at 41.000. and tbla valua¬ 
tion remained ocehaoged through tbe 
years of 1897, *98 and 99. 

In 1900 tha tax bill shows that tbe 
farm land and buildings war a assessed 
at 91,900. This aaaeaameat waa levied 
by the Board of Assessors, Messrs. 
Baxter. Oockafslr and Gilbert, and tbe 
valuation was reduced 9100 below tbe 
amount assessed upon tbe farm In 1899 
by Mr. Rawnoo. According to the tax 
bill of 1901, tbe Board of Assessors 
placed a taxable valuation of 92.450 on 
tb* land buildings, an Incre4kse of 9550 
over tb* previous year. 

Tbe tax bill of 1909 abowa that tax 
waa paid oo an assessed valuation on 
tba land and building of 12,950, and that 
tb* amouot of land assessed la 95 acres. 
The assessment for 1903 la the earn* aa 
that of 1909 and the tax bill baa been 
sent to tba BUI* Board of A

Major Carl Lentz was elected for tbe 
fourteenth time aa Chairman of tbe 
Essex County Republican Committee at 
tbe annual meeting of that body Mon- 
day olgbt. Robert T. Rosa of the Second 
Ward, Newark, Dominated Major Lento, 
and tbe nomination was aeooadad by 
representatives from every ward In 
Newark and nearly every election dis¬ 
trict In the lowosbip. 

Henry A. Potter of Bast Orange nom¬ 
inated John 8. Gibson of Newark aa an 
oppoC’Dg candidate to Major Leotx. Tbe 
vote resulted 135 for Vtjor Leotx and 34 
for Mr. Glbnon. Tbe Major’c election 
wa* received with tumultuous applause, 
and oo motion of Edward tfreard of tbe 
Fifteenth Ward, Newark, tbe eboioe wan 
made unanimous. 

In bis address to tbe committee Major 
Leotx said lo part: “For tbe first time 
In tb* history of tb* oounty. and. for 
utlgbt I know. In tbe history of tbe 
country, tbe cboloe of a chairman of aoy 
Republican Oouoty Committee waa left 
to the people to decide, wblob tbe 
people did by an overwh- lining majority, 
and that choice you have no splendidly 
ratified to-olgbt. Aa you know, there 
was a oew primary election law eosoted 
last winter to obtain para primary elec¬ 
tion*. Tbe Republican Oounty Com¬ 
mittee of Essex Oounty bod for ten 
years followed that same plan. Tbe 
Republican voters have made tbe nom¬ 
inations, and no man waa denied tbe 
right to vote at a Republican primary 
election If be was a true Republican. 
Tbe nomination* made In that way were 
ratified by tb* Conventions, and later by 
tbe people. Our nominations are not 
made by aoy committee or clique, but 
are made by tbe people and ratified 
by the people with majorities unpar¬ 
alleled." 

Tb* other officers of tb* Oounty Com¬ 
mittee elected were: Oounty Register 
George K. DeOamp of Livingston, Vice- 
Chairman ; Mayor Henry M. Doremu#, 
Treasurer; John Francis, Serge an t-at- 
Artn*. Major Lents appointed John J. 
McGrath on Recording Secretary and 
John R. Flavell an Corresponding Secre¬ 
tary. and tba oommlttea oonfirmed tb* 
appointments.

Tbe Second Ward Polish colony waa 
largely represented In the police court 
Monday olgbt, when several Polanders 
were arraigned «a n eberge of assault¬ 
ing and benttog one of thetr country¬ 
men.
